Boston. Jun«? IS.—Whci the battle- 


ship Illinois is turned over to the Unit- 
ed States, there will be added to the 
list of heavy fighting ship* in the navy 
the faatent craft of her clas* in the 
world. Over the Cape Ann course the 
bulky warship bad her official trial, 
and her average speed for the four 
hours of steady steaming under forced 
draft was 17.31 knots p«?r hour. This 
breaks the record of 17.01 established 
by her sister ship, the Alabama, aud 
a^rnlu it eclipses the most recent rec- 
ord of 17.12 made by the Wisconsin on 
the Pacific, a vessel of the same type, 
design aud dimensions. 


The exhibition by the Illinois was 


impressive, and as she is the third of 
tbr new warships constructed by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry- 
do«-k company the contractors felt 
greatly elated that they had brought 
out a vessel which can beat her re- 
quired 1C knots an hour by more than 
a knot and a half. Not only did the Illi- 
nois prove fast, but she steered more 
easily than any of the battleships ever 
tried off the New England coast, and 
with both engines going full speed 
ahead she went whirling around in 300 
yard circles at an angle of heel of 30 de- 
grees in the unusual time of three min- 
utes and ten seconds.

Coroner 
Wynne of Westmoreland county has 
commenced an inquiry into the cause 
of the disaster at this placet The death 
of Harvey Beveridge at the McKees- 
port hospital brings the total iMinber 
of fatalities of the Port Royal mine dis- 
aster up to 18. 


Max Lunur Out of Jail, 


Buffalo, June 13.—Max Lasar, the 


diamond smuggler, has been released 
from jail on an order signed by Com- 
missioner Robinson. Lasar was con- 
victed on the charge of smuggliug. large 
quantities df diamonds into the United 
States from Canada. The sale of the 
diamonds seized by the customs offi- 
cials brought $31,000. He lias served 
six mouths' sentence and was released 
on the ground that he had no money to 
pay the $500 fine imposed, the federal 
law providing that no person can be 
hold uiore than 30 days for the nonpay- 
ment of a fine.

and commissary departments here. 
Two civilians ar« already uuder arrest, 
and several others, "Including some ar- 
my officers, are likely to be apprehend- 
ed soon. A large supply of goods stolen 
from the army store* have been seized. 


General Shatter. Colonel M. P. Maus, 


inspector general of the department of 
California, and Captain of" Detectives 
Seymour are investigating the case. It 
is stated by Captain Seymour that col- 
lusion l>etween prominent army offi- 
cers -will be proved, as well as wide- 
spread swindling in the matter of sell- 
ing government goods taken from the 
Presidio and other storage places. Cap- 
tain Seymour said: 
. 


"The government has unquestionably 


been robbed for a long time past, and I 
believe the amount of the losses sus- 
tained by Uncle Sam through the 
treachery and dishonesty of some of 
his army officers will reach Intdtthe 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. The 
federal grand jury baa the matter of 
prosecution iu its cands. 1 believe 
that arrests will be made at any min- 
ute now that will startle the commu- 
nity. 


"For 
months past various stores 


about the city have been exhibiting 
Signs bearing the words, 'Government 
Goods For Sale Here," and advertise- 
ments have even been put Into the 
daily newspapers boldly offering for 
sale goods stolen from the government 
and put upon the market at ridiculous 
prices. These articles included every- 
thing used by soldiers." 


Colonel Maus began an investigation 


and located large stocks of goods in 
stores and warehouses which carne 
from the army storehouses. In every 
case the merchants said they had 
bought the goods of Lippman Abrama, 
who formerly kept a supply store near 
the Presidio. 


Tw* Civilians Arreated. 


Abrams aud his sou- George were at 


once arrested, and in the United States 
court this morning they were charged 
with selling .government property. 
They we're Teleased bn"$5;000 bail each. 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Benning.said that the'Abrams pair 
are only minor figures in a great scan- 
dal, but that their arrest will lead to 
the capture of the more important 
criminals. He said other arrests were 
to be made soon, but would give no 
names*. 


Colonel Maus lias seized three wagon 


loads of goods, and his search is not 
yet ended. Most of the articles were 
found in second band stores in the 
lower end of the "city. 


It was stated by an official that up- 


on investigation of the supplies fur- 
nished for the horses it was found that 
the "rake off!' some people secured 
was a considerable amount. The army 
officials are now making every effort to 
learn who profited 
< by this extensive 


fraud. The traffic in supplies has been 
going on for a year or more. 


General Shatter said, "Yes, we have 


discovered that government goods have 
been sold, but it Is no great scandal, 
only a-series of petty thefts." 


Colonel Maus and the United States 


court officials declare that they are on 
the track of. a great scandal. 


Tried to Blow Up ftxpremi Train. 
Cheyenne, Wy., June 13.—An attempt 


to blow up the bridge and wreck an 
express train on the Union, - Pacific 
six miles east of Green River, Wy., was 
frustrated by the accidental discovery 
of 800 pounds of dynamite hidden in a 
deep ravine. The explosive was re- 
moved to another place and officers set 
to watch. At night two men, mounted 
and heavily armed, went to the spot 
where the dynamite was found. When 
they discovered that the dynamite had 
been inched, they put spurs to their 
horses and fled to the mountains. Offi- 
cers are'now in pursuit. The company 
has been expecting a hold up, aud all 
express trains carry guards. 


Sah Franelnco Butcher* Strike, 
San Francisco, Juue 13.—The union 


butchers report that about 1,100 men 
have walked out and that Butchertown 
Is tied up by the slaughterers quitting 
work. They state that between 100 
and 150 shops out of a total of 350 
have retained the union cards, and 
about 400 men are at work. The whole- 
sale butchers, however, claim that 
there will be no difficulty in supplying 
meat to their customers. They will not 
furnish any houses showing a union 
card. 


Fatalities at » Launching, 


Kiel, June 13.—Emperor William, ac- 


companied by the headquarters staff, 
Prince Henry of Prussia and the chiefs 
of his majesty's private cabinet, is 
hore to witness the launch of the bat- 
tleship /aehringen. While the work of 
removing the shores preparatory to 
the launch was In progress u crane col- 
lapsed, killing two men and seriously 
injuring three others.

It is in Jaipur that the tiavcler is first 


subjected to the overpowering temptation 
of Indian brasswork—I use the adjective 


overpowering" advisedly. 
Here, too, 


the artful "hawker man" dangles before 
the helpless femininity native necklaces 
of amethyst, garnet, turquoise and amber, 
nad if one escapes fjom this ordeal with 
a single "pie" there'is always another to 
undergo 'wheti 'the loVely "saris—long cot-J 
ton cloths "wora'ljy^fcoth men and" women 
—are hronghfoWto dazzle the eye and 
open the poeketbflok. These cloths are 
from five to nine yards long and are dyed 
in the softest-and most beautiful colors 
that eastern taste can suggest, and so 
long as two threads hang together those 
colors seem to endure. 


The process of laundering these saris is, 


like most processes in this land where 
taking things easy has been reduced to a 
fine att. a very simple one. The precepts 
Of their native religions, however they 
may differ 5n other respects, are alike in 
compelling many ablutions. So Hindoo. 
Mohammedan, Sikh and Buddhist, when 
about to take a bath, will strip down to 
the loin cloth and give their other gar- 
ment the same treatment given to their 
bodies, after which they drape it around 
their legs and shoulders, wet or dry, as it 
may be. assured that the kindly sun of 
India will do the rest. 


The ancient city of Amber and Jaipur's 


former capital lies about five miles to the 
east of the present royal residence. It is 
reached by a long avenue lined by a tall 
hedge of cacti, behind which are scat- 
tered venerable tombs, ruined temples 
and deserted villas. 
The famous palace 


of Amber, second in renown to only one- 
other in all this great land of palaces, lies 
on the rocky side of a range ot hills, up 
whose rugged slopes climbs the but- 
tressed wall of the old city, and high 
above all stands the guardian fort, its 
ramparts unmanned, its watch towers 
forsaken, its very existence an anomaly, 
where there is nothing left to guard but 
empty walls. 
In a hollow below the 


palace a tiny lake ruffles it bravely in 
the passing breeze; on its bosom the 
creamy lotus blooms, and in its depths 
the palace sees the constant reflection of 
her forsaken charms. 'Tis n very Vashti 
among palaces, and the preferred Esther 
at Jaipur is not to be compared to her. 


Without were jutting balconies, with 


screens of cunningly carved alabaster, 
latticed windows behind which dark eyes 
had flashed and soft voices murmured, 
nnd broad marble steps that had echoed 
:o the tread of nlany a princely warrior. 
Withm were rows upon rows of fluted 
columns, miles of marble halls, stately 
pavilions where the "lord of lords" had 
dispensed justice and injustice to big 
waiting vassals and vaulted rooms whose 
ceilings aud walls were curiously inlaid 
with the mirrored and spangled work for 
which Jaipur has long been famous. The 
mirrors used in the decorations are not 
more than nn Fnch square, and the ef- 
fect of the innumerable reflections as one 
stands in an alcove aud moves the hands 
and head is both bewildering and beau- 
tiful. 


Simple prose fails to give any adequate 


idea ot the beauty and wealth which the 
oriental potentates lavished and lavish 
upon the magnificent buildings which 
they erect today, occupy tomorrow and 
desert in a twelvemonth. They are scat- 
tered from one end of India to the other, 
abandoned to the birds, the bats and the 
tourist. Amber, however, is not entirely 
given over to these three. At tho head 
of one flight of steps stands a grimy, 
smoky temple to Kali the Terrible, and 
daily a kid is sacrificed here to propitiate 
or appease this dreadful goddess. 


The morning wo were there a little 


bleating creature was tugging at its rope 
ns if aware of the impending fate, and al- 
tar, floor nnd steps were stained with the 
blood of many a previous sacrifice. Tho 
attendant priests showed us the heavy 
sacrificial knives and offered for a small 
monetary consideration to let us see th« 
reremony.

us personal integrity is involved in the 
matter. 
Correct balances do not only 


measure the professional efficiency of the 
accountant, but they also form a yard- 
tick by which the employer measures the 
moral worth of the man.

er bath, and medical art has followed na- 
ture's law in this respect, advocating the 
invigorating solution for any distressed 
condition of the optics. 
Tears do not 


weaken the sight, but improve it. They 
act as a tonic on the muscular vision, 
keeping the eye soft and limpid, and it 
will be noticed" that women in whose 
eyes sympathetic tears gather quickly 
have brighter, tenderer orbs than others. 
When the pupils are hard and cold, the 
world attributes it to one's disposition, 
which is a mere figure of speech implying 
the lack of balmy tears that are to the 
cornea what salve is to the skiu or nour- 
ishment to the blood. 


The reft*on some weep more easily than 


others and all more readily than the 
sterner sex has not.its difference in the 
atrength of the tear gland, but in the pos- 
session of a more delicate nerve system. 
The nerve fibers about the glands vi- 
brate more easily, causing a downpour 
from -the watery sac. Men are not near- 
ly so sensitive to emotion. Their sympa- 
thetic nature—that term is used in a med- 
ical serue—is less developed, and the eye 
gland it therefore protected from shocks. 
Consequently a man should thank the 
formation of his nerve nature when he 
contemptuously scorns tears as a wo- 
man's practice.

Want of perception is the rock upon 


which many carefully constructed plans 
go to piefc»-5, A nicely adjusted discrimi- 
nation aslfo "what is what" is invalua 
b!e in every walk of life, but particularlj 
is it essential to social aspirants, to whom 
it is just the quality above nil others that 
will insure their success. It is very oild 
how many people seem totally lacking iu 
such perception. They will choose the 
wrung people as acquaintances nud, de- 
spite their anxiety to do the right thing, 
will provoke criticism by doing precisely 
the wrong one. This quality must either 
be inborn or acquired by long association 
and early education. It is quite hopeless 
for nn adult who has neither to see whore- 
in he lacks or to avoid the pitfalls which 
are always spread for the unwary. Per- 
ception and tact are quite different, al- 
though they are nearly allied. It goes 
without saying that a tactful person has 
perception. He could not be tactful with- 
out it, but perception does not always 
imply tact. It is simply a knowledge of 
cause and effect. How that knowledge is 
to be applied is another matter. A per- 
son who has perception is never vulgar 
or even what is called common, neither 
could he ever be guilty of any obvious 
snobbery. It has as'much saving \irtue 
as a sense of humor, which also is nn m- 
vuluerable r admonisher to its possessor 
We have all of us felt the sense of hope- 
lessness over people who do the wrung 
thing and who never do and never will 
know- it. The feeling in either gient or 
little things is equally tormenting:, wheth- 
er it is Mr. James' American lady who 
feels a wild rage that the duchess will 
never, never know that she herself is bad- 
ly gowned and that the former is perfect- 
ly dressed or a valued friend or i elation 
whom we hopelessly feel must "dree their 
weird" all for the want of a little iusicht 
which we are helpless to give them. It is 
almost equally aggravating because we 
realize that an individual afflicted with a 
want of perception will never become con- 
scious of his infirmity.—New York Trib- 
une.

Never use loug basting threads, espe 


ci-illy iu the basting of waists, nor thin!' 
to save time by taking lon^ btitche-. 
Pins should be usc-d plentifully wink- tit 
ting a gamieut on the figure, but thej 
fchould be replaced iuuuediau-ly with res 
ular basting the moment the g.inaent it 
removed. The position for hooks or b;it 
tous and for the corresponding ejes 01 
button holes should be carefully ontliiipd 
with thread in preference to inaikmg 
with pencil or soapstone. 


When curved seams are to be stitched 


up on the machine, fine basting—i. c., by 
means of short stitches—becomes impera 
tive if the seamstress would avoid puclc 
ering in her work. If such curved work 
be around the foot of a skirt, as in thr 
ease of a flared ruffle, the hem first 
should be basted, lightly sponged and 
carefully pressed before the stitching is 
done. The amateur dressmaker is •some 
times troubled over u slight bulging tu 
the point of a dart in tbe skirt or bodice 
when otherwise the garment fits mo?t 
satisfactorily. Generally this may be olv 
viated by lightly sponging the part m 
question and pressing with hot iron st 
thnt a quick shrinking follows.—Harper's 
Bazar.

A New University. 


Lincoln, Ills., June 13.—The new ?!,- 


000,000 MJllfkln university, to be com- 
posed of Lincoln college and Becatur 
Industrial college, hns been organized 
here. 
A. R. Taylor has resigned us 


president of the State Xormal college 
at EJmporia, Kan., and will come this 
summer to accept the presidency and 
complete the new organization. The 
new "university la named for Jamec 
Milllkm of Decatur, who has given 
over $150,000 to endow H. 


a professor who knows the field. "Iu at 
least two towns adjacent to New York 
there are classes of this sort that I know 
of. The members are all adult women 
long out of school, and some o£ them are 
mothers. A middle aged woman, loug a 
botany student and contributor to gar- 
dening aud horticultural journals, is the 
teacher and leader for one ot these class- 
es. Tbe other is largely composed o£ the 
alumni of a first lank girls' school, with a 
professor of botany as forestry guide aud 
instructor for their jauuts. 


"The tnaiu reason for women becom- 


ing serious students of botany is because 
of the increased opportunity for making 
use of their knowledge. The botany teach- 
er is much mare iu demand than she ever 
was before in this country. There are 
women, too, working either as students 
or employees iu every botanical garden in 
the country. 


"The indc'xer in the library of the Mis- 


souri botauical garden is a young college 
woman. Another woman student who 
took her doctor's degree from Washing- 
ton university has lately completed an ex- 
haustive revision of tbe North American 
agaves. Several of the women who woik 
regularly at the botauical gardens arc 
those whose private means leave them 
full liberty in the choice of occupation. 
Qttters work with a view to the salary as 
well as tho innate interest. 


"There is a good chance for intelligent 


illustration either «ith pen bkftches or 
photographs in botanical work. At one 
botanical garden the most trusted lithog- 
rapher is a woniau. Shu prepares all the 
illustrations for the garden journals un- 
der the guidance of ihu director, bringing 
out happily nil the infiuilegimal lines and 
hhades in the specimens and showing 
much discretion in the coloring. In all 
such, work woman's deft and facile touch 
is valued. Exactness is a main require- 
ment for scientific purpose, but the illus- 
trator must at the same time possess a 
feeling and appreciation for the life and 
nature of the plant that serves as model. 


"A good many woman students of bota- 


ny have used their knowledge practical- 
ly in the foftn of stories and attractive 
textbooks for children. Such books are 
welcome to( the publishers, since they an- 
swer to the popular interest in country 
life.
